not know whother wool Is too high
ut 86 conts a pound or If it might
pot be cheap at 76 conta & pound.

At one time the good producer of
sheep and lambs was sacrificed on
the market to the eauso of poor pro-
duection. That s, the price of the
beat sheop and Inmba wia held down,
and the choleo lots were made to sell
the poor grades, But this evil has
ocaned to a large oxtent and sheep
and lambs now sall on the hoot on
tholr own morits, and this Is stimu
Inting better production Wa
and have boen recelving veory
prices for wool, that fabulous
profits can be made on junk,

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Inx the war, or whether Ilmy are
worth less than one dollar, as many
of them psold for durlng the past
L yoar, For example, an elghty
pound lamb on the hoof that costs
16 cents per pound, wstands the
packer $12.00. It requires prime
lambs to dress Afty per cent so that
leavea forty pounds of dressed lamb,
conting 80 conts por pound Last
yonr's crodits on sheep peils figured
nhout one dollar poer pelt, leaving

the 40 pounds of lamb costing eloven
dollars or 27 4% cents per pound
Sheep pelts generslly carry about

seven pounda of wool and ouglit to
be worth at least Lhreo dollars and
i half apleco, or 60 cents por pound
for tha wuool, Figuring the pelt
at three dollars and a half, which
Is very oconservative, leaves the 40
poundns of lamb costing 21 14 conts
per pound, Bhould lambs be selling
at § cents per pound or the cheaper
lambs wmoll for on the hoof, the
groater will n reasonabile pelt oredit
cheapen the meat For instance,
an 80 pound lamb at § cenls per
pound s six dollurs and forty conts,
and with the wool at 60 conts per
pound, gives us our threeo and a half
dollar lamb pelt credit, leaviog 40
pounds of lamb costing two dollars
and ninety eenta, There |# In an
average man's suit of pure ‘wool
clothon only from four to mix pounds
of wool, which doss not fAgure
greatly to the cost of the sult of
olothes even at one dollar a pound,
s0 L is veory piain that the eon-
sumer s bonefiting even more than
the producer by wool selling at a
reasonable price, We did not
have enough sheep nt the close of
1920 but wool became nlmont worth-
loss, as well as sheep, with the re-
sult that the producer shipped his
breeding stoek to market, for as he
sald, slnee wool wane worthless It
did not pay to keap sheep There-
fore, we are now up against & real
shortage in breeding sheep and »
whort crop of lambs i in sight for
this year, and again the consumer
will have to settle. Woolda the
ragulator of the sheep Industry and
wool wus almost worthloss last yoar
so0 sheep men could not get n
dollars worth of credit and soores
of them went broke In many In-
sances ranchmen ahipped thelr
shotp to market and did not re-
colve snough from thelr sale to pay
the freight This Ilast _is not n
mythical statement, and proof can
be given If desired. The sheep In-

dustry, or what ia left of 1L, has re-
colved such & mortal wound from its
Inst fleccing that It will take several
| yoars for L to recover Just n»
long as good wool s used to sell
junk _at tabulous prices the sheep

Iondustry Must Prod ected

We do ot ssk the farmer any
more If he would like to Invesi In
somo wheep Instead unk hln
how sheop look to him as u gamhble
this year. o Wa tried In valn to In-
terest some capital In feeding lnmbs
on the range last fall at Ave cents
per pound with cholesa alfalfs hay
to feed them selling at four dollars
per ton. The men who had to well
thelr produce at those prices nearly
!l went broke, However, alnce
wool began Lo move carly last winter
sheop worked higher also and many
of the lambs that were bought last
fall as low as five cents per pound,
and fod out and made fat for the
market, are now selling around six-
teen dollars per hundred on the
Chleago markot, Our much af-
ficated friends, the cousumer, we
potlce I8 also paylng the fiddler for
the present high priced perfor-
mance,

Thore are very few livestock loans
Ing agencles that will extend eredit
to a sheop man There s no legltl-
mate reason for this; sheep are
froer from discase than any other
animal unless it is the goat. Govern-
ment inspection of sheop carcasses
at the market te rigld and they satate
that diseasod sheep carcasses are al-
most nil. There ls po animal that
prodisces s0 much useful material
as the aheep, Bheep will bulld up
a run down farm quicker and make
a good farm better than any other
anfmal. Why should such a val
uable spnimal to & form and such a
larga producer be such a dangerous
thing for sapne investors? Explolts-
tion can be the only anawer. When
mutton is sold over the counler as
mutton and not as lamb, as most of
It 1s sold today, and when wool i
sold and guaranteed tn the cloth to
be virgin wool, the Industry will re-
main etable and safe for Investors
It takes Just about the same amount
of courage to ask the average
butcher for mution as it does to
ask the average clothier for l.i suit
of shoddy.

We complaln that our good .wool
